For lime the present, 9d. stamp has 
been found very unsatisfactory in showing dis- 
tinctly the overprint of the Provisional Govern- 
ment on account of its dark colour, officially 
dcseribed agate. Already trials have been 
made with both the black and the red over- 
prints, but neither have been satisfactory. 
Other colour trials have been made hy’ th 
expert stamp printer from Somerset House, 
London, “loaned ” by the British Government 
to the Provisional Government, and it had 
been decided to try a deep green surcharge. 
Evidently these trials have come to the notice 
of the British authorities, with also the faet 
that, unless the. present 9d. stamp is heavily 
obliterated, that the cancellation briefly shows, 
and lightly postmarked specimens present the 
opportunity of re-yse., Without any previous 
notice, the British 9d, stamp has been changed 
to sage green colour, exactly like the previous 
but, lately withdrawn 7d. stamp first issued 
1912. Therefore, new Free State 9d. stamps 
shortly be expected bearing the familiar 
blue overpring, by Messrs, Alex.

AMERICAN AND CANADIAN 
IMPRESSIONS. 


Lord Shaw of Dunfermline, accompanied by 
his daughter, the Hon, Mise Isabel Vaughan 
Thompson, arrived at Liverpool yesterday on 
board the Megantic from Montreal and Quebec, 
his lordship having returned from an extensive 
lecture tour of the United States and Canada,

Shaw said that he went across at the 
joint request of the American Bar Association 
at San Francisco and of the Canadian Bar Asso- 
elation at Vancouver. I was much etruck, he 
said, with what I call the real power of those 
ám á | engaged in these meetings.

AUSTRALIA’S PRODUCE. 


ENORMOUS INCREASE. 

In the year 1920-1921 the value of Australia’s 
rura]| production, excluding that of the pastoral 
industry (wool, meat, etc), aggregated 
£145,349.829. Butter (208,081,864 Ibs), fp nes 
(24,160,524 Ibs.), preserved milk (70,944,482 Ibs.), 
and milk supplied to cities (117,270,292 gallons), 
represented increases of 79,639,957 Ibs., and 
22,279,292 gallons over the production of 1910. 
The money value of these products increased in 
the decade from 210,615,268 to £36,975,670— 
250 per cent. 


WINE AND DRIED FRUITS. 

At a congress of Australian viticulturiets 
recently held in Melbourne, reference was 
to the steady increase of vinyard areas during 
the past four years. The 320 yield in wine 
was :—South ustralia, 5,085,600 gallons ;

The dried fruit tion of Australia for 
1922 is estimated at 19,000 tons, of which 8,000 
tons will be available for export. In the course 
of a few years it ig believed the population on 
the Murray River irrigation areas will number 
1,000,000, and it is calculated that the - 
tion of dried fruits on those areas will reach 
in 1925 30,000 tons, with 17,000 tons available 
for export, and in 1927 53,000 tons, with 39,000 
tons available for export. Soldier settlers are 
making a great success of raisin cultivation on 
these irrigation areas.

Councillor Moran moved that the Town Clerk 
be instructed to communicate with the respec- 
tive trade unions representing Corporation em- 
Fa “whose salaries or wages are not rege 
ated by reference to salaries or wages paid by 
outside employers inviting them to meet the 
Finance im General Purposes Committee, with 
a view to discussing the question of the re- 


the employment of the Corporation and the ad- 
justment of same. as a preliminary to bringing 
same before the Conciliation Board in the event 
of disagreement, and that the Finance and 
General Purposes Committee be, and is hereby, 
instructed to take the necessary steps to have 
the question settled by the Conciliation Board, 
in ease of failure to come to an agreement with 
any of the respective unions. 

Mr. O'Loughlin seconded the motion.

NEW CONSTRUCTION. 


The Danish State Railways were throughout 
the year 1921 run at a loss, which is stated to 
be mainly due to the heavy increase in the 
personnel and the wage bill, owing to the intro- 
duction of the eight-hour day. The services 
may, however, be considered to be adequate for 
the requirements of the country in present con- 
ditions, and it is unlikely that any extensions 
of importance will be made in the near future. 

As regards rolling stock, and, indeed, all other 
material that can he made in the country, pre- 
frence will, in future; be given to Danish 
Leaders to a greater extent oven than has been 
the case previously. The question of a more 
direct railway connection between Copenhagen

SOME FAMOUS FOOTWEAH. 

A recent visitor to Dublin, wnen asked his 
impression of our city, made the somewhat 
novel remark that it has more boot shops than 
any other place of its size in his travels, and he 
further added that the citizens struck him as 
being unusually fastidious about their footwear. 
1 see no reason to doubt these assertions, but I 
am rather inclined to agree with Leigh Hunt 
in his essay, “Of the Sight of Shops,” that a 
display of ts for sale possesses little of the 
great utility of agreeableness But the boots 
and shoes of fiction are in a different class, 
and were it possible to purchase some of them I 
would gladly take part in the scrummage that 
seems to be a necessary preliminary to making 
a purchase at a modern sale. 

Now just think of the matter for a moment. 
With the seven-league boots you couki be in 
the happy position of being able to avoid taxis, 
trams, and hackney cars, while the famous 
shoe inhabited by the old woman, who allowed 
her maternal instincts to carry her to such 
lengths, would also have obvious advantages in 
these days, when houses are so hard to find. 
On the other hand, the boots worn by Puss 
cannot be recommended,: and the pair of top 
boots, the purchase of which was the first 
step in Bob Stubbs’s downward career, in 
Thackeray's “The Fatal Boots,” should be 
avoided at all costs. Bob Stubbs, by the way, 
was recently a puzzlé to a certain Professor, 
who asked why ‘beauties and heiresses should 
fall in love with a hideous, cowardly, awkward, 
bad-blooded, not affluent, little cad? 
There does not seem to be any reason, 
except that Thackeray found it necessary for 
his plot, and, as the professor m question ad- 
mits, the book is full of good things, even if it 
has this and some other defects. 

There are several other pairs of boots in 
Thackeray's novels which I should be glad to 
add to my collection. Major Pendennis, you 
may remember, invariably made his appearance 
in his club, at a quarter past ten, “in the 
best blacked boots im .all London,” and his 
nephew, too, showed some degree of nicety 
about his footwear. Monsiuer Aleide de 
Mirobolant, in the same novel, “wore jean 
boots with tips of shiny leather,” on the sum- 
mer afternoon that he dressed himself to go 
for an airing, and caused so much astonishment 
‘among the rustic inhabitants of Clavering. 
Lady Clavering displayed “a green satin boot 
with some part of a stocking, which was very 
fine,” when Pen and his uncle saw her mounting 
into her carriage in Grosvenor place. Jos. Sediey 
in “ Vanity Fair,” seems to have owned as many 

airs of boots as would have stocked a shop. 
le wore Hessian boots on the morning that he 
first met Miss Rebecca Sharp, and the make 
seems to have been a favourite with him. “Do 
you remember, Sedley,” asked Bir George 
Osborne, “what a fury you were in when I 
cut off the tassels of your Hessian bocts, and 
how Miss—bhem—how Ameha rescued me from 
a beating by. falling down on her knee and 
crying out to her brother Jos not to beat little 
George?” Another pair of boots owned by Jos. 
Sedley were the “shining, creaking ”’ in 


ones, 
which he came puffing up the stairs on the even- 
ing that he so nearly proposed to Rebecca. 

Dickens's boots are even more numerous than 
ilackeray’s, and still more distinctive. It was 
a pair of shoes that gave Mr. Pickwick and Mr. 
Wardle a clue to the presence of Jingle and Miss 
Rachel at the Golden Crosse in the Borough -— 

“ Who is there in the house?” said Sam, in 
whose mind the inmates were always repre 
sented by that particular article of their cos 
tume, which came under his immediate super- 
intendence. “ There's a wooden leg in number 
six; there's a fair of Hessians in thirteen: 
there's two pair of halves in the commercial: 
there's these here painted tops in the snuggery 
inside the bar, and five more tops in the coffee 
room. 

“Nothing more?” said the little man. 

“Stop a bit,” replied Sam, suddenly recollect- 
ing himself. “Yes; there's a pair of Welling 
tons a great deal worn, and a pair of lady’s 
shoes, in number five.” 

“What sort of shoes?” hastily inquired 
Wardle, who, together with Pickwick, had been 
lost in bewilderment at the singular catalogue 
of visitors.

FUNDING UNSECURED DEBTS. 

Negotiations which have been proceeding for 
some months have now reached an imteresting 
stage between the Chinese Government and 
an important independent English group out- 
side the Consortium for the provision of fur- 
ther finance to China on a basis that will - 
cognise the obligation to the holders of the 
securities now in default. These latter include 
the Vickers and Marconi Treasury Bills and 
10,000,000 dollar American bills. 

The Chmese Government are anxious to meet 
their obligations, and no diffienlty is «ntici- 
pated from the Government in their meeting 
the demands of the group in respect of the 
above securities The Chinese Government can 
offer undoubted security—viz., the surpluses 
of the Maritime Customs dues and of the Sa’! 
Gabelle 

The group question are willing to con- 
tract for a loan secured upon the available 
surplus of these two revenues, provided tha! 
part of the proceeds of such a loan is used to 
adjust the position of the holders of the 
securities mm default, 

The Chinese Government have offered to in 
scribe the bills in default on the above surplus 
revenues, but have been impeded by the Con- 
sortium, 
an infringement of their rights, but for wt. h 
opposition there is no question that the dean; 
would have heen remedied long since. The

a recent White Paper clearly showed that |

I$ will be remembered that the 
Chinese Government, being then unwilling to 
satisfy the demands of the Consortium. con- 
tracted with an independent group for tha 
loan of £5,000,000, which is still known as the 
Crisp Loan. The Consortium at the time msip- 
tained that the Salt Gabelle revenues were too 
small to justify a £5,000,000 loan, but them 
selves floated a £25,000,000 loan in the followinc 
year, which for some time depended for it» 
service upon the surplus Salt Gabelle revenue:

They 
have also learned that officials of railway com- 
panies in Great Britain, on the pretext of the 
unsettled state of Ireland, occasionally refuse to 
accept consignments of merchandise for Belfast 
and district. It is assumed that such action 
on the part of manufacturers and merchants 
and railway cials is due to ignorance ot 
the actual state of things in Northern Ireland 

encrally, and Belfast and district in particular 
therefore, wish to point out that, so far as 
Belfast and Northern Ireland are concerned, 
there is no valid excuse for the new impositions 
in the matter of terms, which unwarrantably 
réfiect upon the credit of one of the thoroughly 
solvent patt of His Majesty's Empire, or for 
refusal on.the part of carriers to accept con- 
signments in the ordinary way.

Presi- 
dent Cosgrave introduced the Constitution 
Bill, and the Minister for Home Affairs 
will be responsible for its conduct 
through the House... If we may judge 
by: yesterday's proceedings, Parliament, 
as a whole, will take no foolish risks. 
The Labour Party has decided; very 


of the Treaty. It makes no secret of 
its purpose to advance its trenches if 
and when the occasion may present itself ; 
but, like every other party, the Irish 
Labour Party will be influenced by the 
processes of political education, We are 
not sorry that Mr. Thomas Johnson began 
by marshalling all the resources of an 
ingenious mind in favour of a policy of 
delay. He cannot have supposed that the 
House would accept his argument; but 
the debate upon it will bring home to the 
country from the very outset the need of 
securing the Constitution at the first 
possible moment. Indeed, time is of the 
very essence of this contract. It is not 
a question of choice between a Free State 
now and, as Mr. Johnson argues, a Freer 
State five or ten years hence. It is a 
question of instant choice between settled 
government ‘and anarchy. There are two 
all-sufficing reasons for the adoption of 
the Constitution within the next three 
months. In the first place, the bargain 
with Great Britain will lapse—ithe greatest 
and last opportunity will have been 
squandered—if the Provisional Govern- 
ment fails to keep faith with the British 
Cabinet. In ‘the next place, Southern 
Ireland will have no true peace until the 
Free State has been established. The con- 
tinued uncertainty of her politica] status 
would be a standing incitement to dis- 
order. 

Mr. Cosgrave’s introduction divided the 
draft Constitution into three parts. There 
are the clauses embodying those terms of 
the Treaty which established the future 
relations between Great Britain and Tre- 
land. These are inviolable. The very exist- 
ence of the Free State depends upon them. 
If the Provisional Parliament decides to 
tamper with them—so defying the verdict 
of the elections—the Government will 
resign and chaos will come again. Then 
there are the clauses which fix the 
guarantees that the late President Griffith 
gave to the representatives of Southern 
Unionism. These, we are certain, Parlia- 
ment will regard as a solemn legacy. -It 
is true that they can be disowned with no 
material risk to the Treaty; but by dis- 
owning them Parliament would do an un- 
worthy’ and a foolish thing. It would be 
false to Mr. Griffith’s memory and it 
would betray and alienate a body of Irish- 
men without whose good-will and loyal 
service the new Ireland cannot prosper. 
We are confident, however, that the Pro- 
visional Parliament will not commit this 
double error. Indeed, we hope that it will 
be ready to give not merely just, but 
generous, consideration to the claims of 
Southern minorities. The agreement with 
Mr, Griffith is embodied in the five articles 
of the draft Constitution which settle the 
nature of the préposed Senate. By these 
articles some representation at least is 
secured in the councils of the Free State 
for minority interests; but it will be an 
uncertain and, as we think, an inadequate 
representation. It could be enlarged and 


-the manner of it could be made more 


direct with great benefit to the nation as 
a whole. Of course, Parliament can hold 
the minority to its bond, and would keep 
within its own legal and moral rights if 
it should say: “Take this or nothing at 
all.” It will show a finer and wiser 
temper, however, if it invites the Govern- 
ment, as the heir of Mr. Griffith's 
authority, to re-open negotiations with the 
Southern Unionists. 

The third part of the draft Constitu- 
tion consists of those clauses upon which 
Parliament will be free to work its 
will. Its duty will be to test these 
clauses by its conception of the national 
need, to ratify them if they seem to 
meet that need, and to refashion them 
where they seem to require improvement. 
We hope that the House, while eschewing 
those metaphysical arguments to which 
the late Dail “found no end, in wander- 
ing mazes lost,’’ will bring an open and 
critical mind to the revision of these non- 
vital clauses. Mr. O'Higgins made a 
sound and important point yesterday 
when he said that the draft Constitution 
was coloured by the political atmosphere 
which prevailed at its birth. Articles were 
inserted with the object of satisfying con- 
ditions which since that time have been 
modified or have ceased to exist. Con- 
stitutions, however, are among the most 
permanent’ of all documents: the only 
safe rule is to envisage them sub specie 
eternttatis. Whatever Mr. Johnson and 
other members may hope, Parliament 
ought to assume that the Irish people 
will live for a long time in the house 
which is now a-building. It ought to 
take pains, therefore, that future genera- 
tions shall not blame the architect for 
any lack of simplicity or prevision. We 
must pray that in the coming weekse the 
Provisional Parliament will think and act 
with an ever-present sense of its tremendous 
responsibility to the whole Irish people. 


A Great Response. 


When the Germans wert making their 
plans tor the Great War, which was to 
secure for them their place in the sun, 
the attitude of the British Dominions to 
the mother country played an important 
part in their calculations, Canada was 
yearning to break away from Great Britain 
and cast in her lot with the United States. 
South Africa was awaiting her chance to 
proclaim herself an independent Republic 
Australia was tending more and. more to 
isolate herself from British influence, 
while even New Zealand was chafing 
under. ihe  ctraimt of Byvitish citizen- 
ship. Such were the myths which 
wore current in. Germany in the 
years bef ~ the war! “The events which 


tollowed tts declaration were the Domi- 


nions repiv. Since the war the legend ef 
Dosrinion disloyalty has hin growing 


verted amd are being dospaiched im ordinary: 
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sensibly, to “dig itself ” into the rock. 
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3 have made wild speeches, and. the pessi- 
mists have announced in triumph that the 


British Empire is on its last legs. At 
home as well as abroad this fantastic idea 
has gained currency, and the appointment 
of a Canadian Ambassador to Washington 
was regarded by many as the beginning ot 
the end. The remarkable response 
which has been made by the Dominions’ 
to the British Government’s request for 
contingents in defence of the Straits 


‘against an attack by the Kemalist Turks 


ought to explode the fallacy of their in- 
difference to British interests once and 
for all. The invitations were issued xt 
7 p.m. on last Friday, and at 4.30 on 
Saturday afternoon a reply was received 
from the Governor-General of New 
Zealand stating that the Dominion 
Government associated itself with the 
action proposed by the Allies, and would 
be represented by a contingent. Australia, 
too, was‘ quick to reply. Lieutenant- 
General Monash, who led the Australians 
in France and in Gallipoli, declares that 
a brigade will be ready to sail for 
the Near Fast within a fortnight. 
In Canada the Government is being 
inundated with offers of volunteers. 
A Cabinet meeting was held in Ottawa 
yesterday, and probably the Parliament 
of the Dominion will be called together 
at once to take a final decision. The 
South African Government is equally 
anxious to help. The Cape Times does not 
believe that the actual despatch of a 
military contingent will be necessary, but 
it declares that the Government ought 
immediately to announce its “unswerving 
moral support of the British Government 
in resisting the violation of the neutral 
zone.’’ The Dominions are solidly behind 
the mother country. This. fact has been 
established beyond a doubt, and Britain 
once again can rejoice in the proven 
loyalty of her scattered children. 


The Teltype. 


The parallel development of wireless 
telegraphy and the aeroplane is yielding 
remarkable results. Most of us can re- 
member the days of Wilbur Wright, and 
Signor Marconi’s historic message to 
a Dublin newspaper was delivered less 
than fifteen years ago. To-day we learn 
that the Teltype has been tested officially 
by the American Naval Air Force and has 
been a complete success. The Teltype ia 
a “ wireless’’ tape-machine. It is almost 
exactly like a typewriter in appearance, 
but has been constructed specially for use 
in an aeroplane. Every letter is con- 
nected with the “radio’’ apparatus of the 
machine, and, as it is struck by the 
operator, sends out a “wircless’’ impulse 
which is. picked up and translated into a 
corresponding letter by receiving stations 
on terra firma or in other aeroplanes. In 
the future passengers in an air liner will 
be able to keep in touch with the latest 
movements on the Stock Exchange and to 
learn the winner of the last race ‘while 
they are in the air. Newspaper corre- 
spondents will be in a position to transmit 
their messages directly to the operator at 
the linotype in Dublin while they are 
hovering over the ruins of Smyrna or 
following the victorious armies of General 
Wu Pei-fu. We are living in crowded 
times, but the old-fashioned man some- 
times asks himself whether, after all, the 
world is a muoh better place for these new- 
fangled inventions. We can do things now 
which never were dreamed of in our 
fathers’ philosophy. Yet, for all that, is 
ours the happier lot? 
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Stone Turf. 


Ireland is not the only country which 
is in the throes of a building crisis. There 
has been a great lack of houses in Ger- 
many since the war, and builders have 
been at their wits’ end to cope with the 
demand for accommodation. In Germany 
the chief difficulty has been not the 
obduracy of the bricklayer and his mate, 
but the lack of raw materials. The 
natives of that troubled country, however, 
have a genius for finding substitutes, and 
after much toil they have discovered an 
ersatz for bricks. It is known as “ stone 
turf.” Strips of turf are arranged in a 
wooden frame-work, being solidified by 
means of cement and chalk.' The turt 
then .is hardened into a substance which 
closely resembles stone, but is far more 
durable, according to the German in- 
ventors. It is more economical than 
concrete, because it needs much less 
wood moulding, and it possesses in- 
sulating qualities against heat and 
damp. The Germans claim that houses 
built of “stone turf” cost on an average 
40 per cent. less than houses built of any 
other material, and they are using it on a 
very large scale in the reconstruction of 
German Silesia. Has Ireland's housing 
problem been solved at last? There is any 
amount of turf in the country, and the 
hardening process is simplicity itself. The 
Ministry of Local Government ought to 
look into the matter. 


GENERAL HARINGTON.

Lieutenant-General Sir Charles Harington, 
K.C.B., D.8.0., General Officer Commanding-in- 
Chief the Army of the Black Sea, who hae his 
headquarters in Constantinople, occupies a very 
responsible ition in the present Near East 
crisis. He has proved himself as able an ad- 
ministrator ae he is a brilliant soldier, and at 
the present time can rely tn the wise counsels 
of his former chief, Field-Marshal Lord Plumer, 
who has been his guest for the past fortnight. 

Sir Charles is the son of the late Mr. F. J, 
Harington, of Inverness terrace, London, W.., 
and was born at Chichester on May 3lst, 1872. 
Passing through Sandhurst, he was gasetted to 
the King’s Own Liverpool Regiment in 1892. 
He served in the South African War, and be- 
came captain in 1900 and major m 1914, and 
from the outbreak of the European War his 
career has been an unbroken record of success. 
His numerous decorations include the Legion of 
Honour, the Order of Leopold. of Belgium, the 
Russian Order of St. Anne with Swords, the 
French and Belgian (Croig de Guerre, the 
SS. Maurice and Lazarus of Italy, the Order of 
the Rising Sun of Japan, the White Eagle of 
Serbia, and the American Distinguished Service 
Medal. 

In. 1904 his marriege took place with Miss 
Gladys Grattan, eldest daughter of Colonel 
O'Donnell Colley Grattan and Mrs. Grattan, 
who is a daughter of the late Major-General H. 
Le Poer Trench.

A BY-WAY OF AUTHORSHIP. 


To an outsider, an ordinary unit of the 

reading public, the selection of titles appears 
be one of the most mysterious parts of an 

uthor’s trade, as it is, ass y, one of the 
most important; for the title of a book is as 
the human countenance, the outward part by 
which it ia known to friends and strangers 
alike, ite rt, its social warranty. 

There would seem to be no rule of precedence 
for books and titles; many of the latter are 
registered and never used. On the other hand, 
it is conceivable that many an author has sat 
for hours before his completed manuscript 
vainly seeking a nanie at once expressive and 
_ terse. 

Only a man of genius can afford to be care- 

less about his titles, and it is noteworthy that 
no one has ever been more so than Shakespeare: 
“As You Like It,” “ Twelfth ee or What 
You Will,” “Much Ado About Nothing” are 
each and al! obviously the crystallisation of a 
est. ' 
i Singers of lower flight as well as the homely 
purveyors of prose have to be more careful, well 
witting that for them an apt title may mean 
half the battle. 

Quite recently our dramatists have affected a 
prolixity of which the public would have none; 
they may have been edified or mortified, or 
possibl both in equal measure, to find theatre- 

oers doing for them what they ought to have 

one for themselves, clipping a word here, a 
fedundant syllable there, until the titles, bereft 
of all useless trappings, attain pronounceable 
proportions. Five syllables is a ood allowance ; 
many a great play has sail under three, 
though—not to be chary—to the wit and wis- 
dom of a Gilbert six might be allowed.

When we come to consider the naming cf 
books we cannot but be struck by the con- 
trast between the caution displayed by some 
of our great writers and the daring of others. 
Borrow, when using Romany words, seems 
startling enough, though when he returns to 
Englist there is nothing very original about 
his titles; Swift is intentionally perverse, 
Browning surprisingly simple and direct, and 
Ruskin “* vocal only to the intelligent." How 
far obscurity may be permitted to a journalist 
in the choice of titles is a moot point; one 
editor insists that a title must cuggest to 
readers what they are to expect, obscurity ap- 
pearing in his eyes tantamount to disirgermuous- 
ness, whereas, in the estimation of another, sur- 
prise is “auce to interest. 

The safest titles are the most common, with 
nothing but the author’s name to distinguish 
them as ' Poems,” ' Essays,’ “‘ The History of 
Crim-Tartary,”” and so forth; happy 
whose name does, in fact, distinguish his work! 
In the case of single poems, of plays, or 
noyels, a proper name would appear to be at 
once the most direct, the safest, and most dur- 
able of titles; our great novelists have shown 
an instructive partiality for titles of this kind, 
and in their choice, also, brevity is seldom 
wanting. 

Certain titles date a book as certain Chris- 
tian names do a person; there are periods in 
which we look for alliteration, for antithesis, 
for punning, or for the amplitude of the al- 
title: that innocefit-looking little 
“or ” betrays a certain age, as the equally in- 
nocent. but more irritating, “of” from which 
—in its precioug sense—we have only recently 
escaped, will in future ages be looked upon ae 
characteristic of the second decade of the ¢wen- 
tieth century. 

It is surprising how fresh Chaucer’s titles 
sound, barring an occasional word used in a sense 
that. we have lost, ¢.y.,: foules for birds. Not 
so with Spenser, with whom, indeed, the pre- 
sent age seems to have less in common than 
with the earlier, but more worldly, poet. Occa- 
sionally an old book betrays its date by retain- 
ing in its title some bygone fashion of spelling. 
The Duells (1610) is a case in point. Gene- 
rally speaking, it is safe to say that the great 
classics of our language bear no date in their 
titles. “Paradise Lost,” for instance, might, 
so far as its mame goes, have been written at 
any time. 
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An interesting study could be made of titles 
suggested by other titles, or taken bodily from 
some well-known book. For an example of the 
first class take “Eastward Ho!” by Jonson, 
Chapman and Marston (16035), which was fol- 
lowed four years later by Dekker and Webster's 
“ Westword Ho!” So also Darwin's “ Loves of 
ihe Plants” suggested the ‘Loves of the 
Triangles’’ of the Auti-Jacobin; but here 
the question of parody enters. Of the 
second class no more famous imetance exists 
than ‘Vanity Fair” indeed, it may be 
doubted if the “' Pilgrim’s Progress " itself is 
so well known nowadays as its great descendant. 

It is remarkable how much less frequently 
we make use of titles taken from the ciassical 
languages than did our forebears—like the habit 
of mtroducing classical tags and quotations in 
Parliamentary and post-prandial speeches, the 
custom of selecting Lagin or Greek titles is on 
the decline—to many young persons it savours 
of pedantry, though few would be so churlish 
as to’ wish to alter such well-known end: ap- 
propriate pames as ‘Lyra Innocentium,” 
“* Virginibus Puerisque,”” and the Latin titles 
of Ruskin; albeit, some crities take exception 
to these last on the ground of style. ey 
seem, however, so characteristic of the man, 
so ‘expressive of the. working of his mind as 
to be, in fact, part and parcel of the books 
themselves.

Ti. is interesting to recall that one of the best- 
known Latin titles of recent years—though the 
beok is known to most of us only in a trans- 
lation—the name “ Quo Vadis,” was anticipated 
in 1617 by Joseph Hall. 3 
» The propriety of Scriptural titles is frequently 
called in question, A fair rule would seem to 
be that they may be given to a serious work 
of high moral purpose, preferably never to a 
work of fiction, however innocent. but that 
they must be undefiled by parody, punning, or

A RETROSPECT. 


OLD.TIME DUBLIN SCHOOLS. 


The holidays are coming to an énd, and the 
— of parents and pupils are viewing with 
mixed feelings the return to school. It is of 
mterest to glance back for a moment to a 
former age and to see what the boys and girls 
of long ago experienced in this vital matter of 
education in the past, 

The standard of learning has, of course, 
altered much in these later years, but we ven- 
ture to think that the Dublin grandsires and 
granddams of ours were not so Badly done for 
as the present confident young folk and their 
teachers might imagine. When looking over old 
newspapers we find mention made of courses of 
teaching that, at any rate, should have tended 
to scholarship and to a knowledge of many 
subjects. We see that a gentleman in York 
street, in opening a young gentlémen’s school, 
professes to teach English “upon a principle 
drawn from the nature and constitution of 
our own language, which has hitherto been 
little known or attended to even in schools of 
eminence.” This gentleman also teaches his 
pupils a correct and accurate pronunciation, and 
to know the right use of “ occults, emphases, 
and tones.’ What more could anyone desire? 
But he also throws in grammar, geography, 
ancient and modern, rol cum profane history 
with writing (a very important item) 
accounts, 

A French gentleman, who had just arrived 
in Dublin at the period of which we are writing 
—namely, the middle of the 18th century, is 
prepared to teach his language in a concise 
and expeditious manner, “as settled 
by Monsieur Voltaire,” he having been 
a Professor for many years in Paris. 
At a boarding school opened at Leixlip, the 
young gentlemen (they were never called boys 
in those polite times) were instructed in Greek 
and Latin history, geography. chronology, and 
rhetoric, while proper atteation was paid to 
their health and morals. 

Their mother tongue received :pecial atten- 
tion at the hands of their teacher, whose object 
is to enable his pupils to read, write, and «speak 
it with ''ease, elegance, and accuracy.” e 
terms at this school wer “fifteen guineas a 
year, with a charge of one guinea a quarter for 
tuition for day boys, and half a guinea for 
boarders, and a guinea entrance fee 

Bul what would present day lads think of 
this: “As vacation is atterded with loss of 
time to the upils, the master wil 
give no * Dog-Days,” and believes that 
the pleasant situation of his establishment wil] 
make it an agreeable retreat in the sultry 
season, but he promises a few weeks’ vacation 
at Christmas.” 

Girls are not badly provided either in the 
matter of learning, but governesses and private 
teaching from masters was more in vogue than 
boarding-schools, and the subjects taught in- 
cluded the Italian language, the harp, ard the 
proper mode of getting in and out of a car.

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character of the statement of British policy 
in the Near East, which was issued during 
the week-end, are quite unwarranted by 
the fact.

In the highest 
official circles there is now a firm belief 
that there will be no war, and there is 
reason to believe that the prompt and firm 
declaration of the British Government has 
already had a good efiect in the quarters 
which it was meant to reach. That the 
situation is still grave cannot be denied ; 
but there are grounds for believing that 
the Kemalists will realise that the main. 
tenance. of the neutral zone and the 
freedom of the Dardanelles cannot be 
interfered with, and that the Allies do 
not mean that they shall be. It is 
rumoured that a telegram has been re- 
ceived in London from Kemal Pasha him. 
self, making it clear that he does no! 
regard Great Britain as an enemy. 

In diplomatic circles there is an opinion 
that within the next few days a conference 
will be arranged at which a nearer 
approach to a settlement of the Near 
Eastern question will be reached than ha: 
ever been done before. This is a con 
summation earnestly to be desired, and the 
sooner such a conference can be brough' 
into being the more relieved wil] be th 
public mind. 


THE PREMIER AND GENEVA. 


It is generally considered that the visit 
of the Prime Minister to Geneva will not 
take place. The situation at present, and 
probably for the next few days, is, and 
will be, too serious for Mr. Lloyd George 
to leave London. In fact, there is a fee! 
ing in Government circles that, if the 
tension does not quickly relax, the ques 
tion of calling Parliament together wi!! 
have to be considered. Should the 
Government decide upon sending verv 
large forces to the Dardanelles, a meeting 
of Parliament would be almost compul- 
sory; for funds would be needed, to sa: 
nothing of the assent of Parliament to 
any drastic measures that the Govern- 
ment might think necessary. 

There has been a marked difference in 
Whitehall during the past few days com 
pared with the scenes to be witnessed 
during the early days of the Great War 
Here and there to-day was a small knot oi 
people looking quite detached and unin- 
terested, instead of a cheering crowd, to 
watch Cabinet Ministers enter and leava 
Downing street. Inside the Government 
offices, however, all is activity. Orders 
have been sent out during the past thirt) 
six hours which recall the early stages «/ 
the Great War.

different parts of the country have been 
ordered to grade the horses in their dis 
tricts, and this is a sufficient indication of 
the order sent broadcast. . 

The appeal of the British Government 
to the Dominions has met with an almost 
surprising result. Advices from New 
Zealand, Australia, and Canada make 31! 
clear that. there is no lack of enthusiasm 
on the part of the ex-Service men, and thas 
they are freely volunteering their services. 
Lieutenant-General Sir John Monash, who 
fought at Gallipoli and in France, and is 
now in Sydney, says that a brigade of men 
could be.ready to leave Australia in a 
fortnight. In Canada the Government is 
inundated with offers from volunteers of 
all classes. It is certain that there would 
be a similar rush to volunteer in London 
should an appeal be made for men, but it 
is to be hoped that there will be no such 
necessity. 

STATESMEN’'S BOOKS. 


The Prime Minister, for obvious 
reasons, has not been able during the 
past few days to make much progress wit!) 
his important book, and it 1s now most un 
certain that he will be able to procee*! 
with it for some time to come. The recess 
is rapidly passing, and in session he is 
much too busy to devote his time to 
writing. The session over, it is quite 
possible that theré may be a general elec- 
tion, so that the chances of the books 
coming out in the spring seem to be 
remote. Mr. Churchill also has put his 
book aside, but Lord Birkenhead has 
finished the one on which he has been 
engaged. 

A great effort is tu be made to avert 
= threatened theatre strike, and on 
Wednesday there will be a combined meet 
ing of the managers of the theatrical 
touring companies and the representatives 
of the Actors’ Association, the Variety 
Artists’ Federation, the Musicians’ Union.

It is said that a revised forn 
ef contract is to be submitted to the 
meeting to replace the one which expires 
on Saturday next; and, if the new form 
is not accepted, efforts will be made to 
submit the dispute to arbitration. 

Steady progress is being made in trading 
with Russia. British merchant ships are 
now seen in the Neva with growing recu 
larity, and it is reported that a cordia! 
welcome is extended to them. Labour in 
the docks theré is the one great uncer- 
tainty; for the Bolshevist traders an‘ 
workers cannot be pail in roubles, but in 
kind. This means that British 
have to take supplies of food and other 
goods sufficient to cover the outward 
voyage, the period of unloading, and the 
return voyage. The uncertainty of th 
position in Russia makes everything ver 
difficult; but the shipping companies ars 
not deterred, and they are working with 
great energy to overcome every problem. 

No decision has yet been taken about 
the future of the Quest, just returned 
from the Shackleton Expedition, but it is 
probable that the vessel will be sold. Mr. 
J. Q. Rowett, who financed the expedi- 
tion, states that he is very pleased with 
the scientific results which have been 
attained. The Quest went further sonth 
than any other expedition in the Enderby 
quadrant, and the crew have brought hom» 
many natura] historv and zoological spec: 
mens, which will in due time be dis- 
tributed. among the scientific collections 
of the country. Quite an amount of verv 
good scientific work has been done. but i' 
will probably be a month or two befor 
the results can be put into shape an’ 
properly tabulated. Some wonderf.!

CABINET’S ATTITUDE. 


In the Provisional Parliament yesterday, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, in ‘réply 
to Mr. Gavan Duffy announced that the Go- 
vernment had decided not to make application 
for admission to the League of Nations. 

Asked by Mr. Duffy for the reason of the 
decision, the Minister referred him to the 
constitution of the League. 

Mr. Duffy intimated that he had a resolution 
on the subject before the House. 

The Minister for Local Government an- 
nounced that’ he had given notice that he 
would move a franchise resolution to-day in 
regard to the compilation of the new register. 

Mr. Johnson asked whether it-was satisfactory 
to give only one day's notice of a resolution 
of that kind. 

The Speaker, while agreeing. that more 
notice shoul] be given, explained that under 
the old Standing Orders one day’s notice was 


sufficient 
DISCUSSION, 


Mr. Gavan Duffy proposed a resolution 
expressing the opinion that Ireland should join 
the League of Nations, and that application for 
admission to the’ League should be made forth- 
with, He was not there in support of the 
League, as he did not think at it had 
justified itself He read some of the articles of 
the Covenant of the League for the purpose of 
showing that, both from the point of view 
of national dignity and of increasing in every 
way the security of Ireland, it was desirable to 
apply for admission. The best official opinion 
in Geneva was that Ireland would be admitted 
without question. He would like to know what 
information was brought back by the Irish 
delegate to Geneva, and whether he advised 
that application be made. Admission would; be 
of great value to Ireland, as that in itself was 
considered in international law to be pre- 
eminently a test of sovereignty. Ireland's 
application would test the sincerity of 
England. He thought that England had 
observed the Treaty faithfully, save in one 
respect. He entertained a suspicion, which, he 
hoped, the Minister for Foreign Affairs ‘would 
be able to remove, that the strange decision 
which he announced that day was motived by 
the information that Ireland's admission would 
not be acceptable to Downing street. 6 
suspected that it was another surrender to 
English interests. Ireland should now assert 
its international position before the world. 

Mr. O’Shannon, in seconding, said that 
inclusion in the League would undoubtedly fix 
the status of Lreland, and be a guarantee that 
they got international recognition for their 
State. It would also test the British pro- 
fessions as to their Statehood. 

MINISTER’S AMENDMENT. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs moved as an 
amendment that application for admission. to 
the League should be made when and as the 
Government found it advantageous. There was, 
he said, no surrender to Downing street in the 
Government's decision, whith was due 
to the faoi that they recognised that 
they were an embryo State; but as 
soon as they had a Government whose existence 
did not depend on the completion of a certain 
arrangement, it would be possible to make 
application.

They afterwards  sur- 
rounded Glenlossra .Lodge, but owing to the 
strength et rts fortifications and the number 
of men who held it it was considered advisable 
not to make an attack The troops accordingly 
returned to Ballina, and, having secured, addi- 
tional men, again proceeded to the Bangor dis- 
trict. They went by way of Seskin Lodge, 
which is situated in a country in which there 
are deep valleys and ravines, and altogether 
an ideal country for an ambush. 

It appears that during the temporary absence 
of the national troops the local irregulars had 
been reinforced by the large party under 
“ General Kilroy, and they were armed with 
several machine guns. Going down a valley 
at Seskin the national troops were unconscious 
of the presence of the irregulars until a wither- 
ing fire was opened on them from al! sides with 
machine guns and rifles. In the first onslaught 
four of the troops were shot dead:

AMERICAN’ DIPLOMAT’S VIEWS.

“ Suicide while of unsound mind" was the 
verdict at the inquest at Paddington on Robert 
James Paterson, 34, Lon editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, and himself a 
Christian Scientist. 

Mr. Paterson was found dead at his fiat 
in South Kensington. The widow told the 
Coroner that he was a very busy man, who 
enjoyed his work. He had sat up late on the 
evening in question, and was stil] at work when 
she went to bed. ; 

Soon after 12 she awoke and missed him, 
and on searching the flat found him lying fully 
dressed in the lavatory. 

Replying to the Coroner, witness said that 
ber husband had a green suede belt, which he 
used when playing tennis, round his neck. It 
was tied loosely, and she removed it. She had 
not mentioned this to the police or to anyone 
else until she came to that court.

ABANDONED CLAIMS. 


They did not drive the British out of the 
country. ‘They were not able to do so. Many 
would have liked to do with the British what 
Brian Boru did not very far from there with 
the Danes, but they were not able to do it. 
If they had been able to do it the things in 
the Treaty and the Constitution that many 
found irksome would not be there. They felt 
that only by doing that would 100 per cent. of 
their war freedom be attained, and so they 
took leas than 100 per cent.—less than their war 
programme—and they abandoned some of those 
inscriptions written on their battle standards. 
They abandoned them for the sake of the liv- 
ing Irish nation and the Irish nation of the 
future, but they were not abandoned lightly 
and without pain, but because, to their minds 
at any rate, it seemed the best thing to do for 
the Irish people in the circumstances that had 
arisen. 

Notewith any note of apolagy, but with the 
desire to explain fully to all there the cir- 
cumstances under which the (Constitution was 
framed they came before that Honse. He was 
convinced that there was not any member in 
that House who, confronted with the set of cir- 
cumstances with which they were confronted, 
would not have done the thing which they had 
done.

Mr, O’Shannon--There is nothing in the 
Treaty to that effect; but there is in the Free 
State Act. 

Mr. Milroy said that if the Constitution were 
not adopted befere December Gth the country 
would be once more redu to chaos, and there 
would be British military occupation as before 
the truce. It,was of the utmost importance 
that the Treaty should receive weighty con- 
sideration, aud that the proposed Constitufion 
should be enacted as soon as possible.

COMPLETING THE BARGAIN, 


Mr. Figgis ‘supported the motion. He be- 
lieved that the Bratt Constitution would carry 
out the bargain embodied in the Treaty. It was 
not the instiiment that they would all like to 
see, for there were words in it that with 
dignity might be dropped out. But. if they 
looked ‘beyond the words to the machinery ol 
government they would find that the 
machinery itself was the machinery of the 
Treaty. He thought that it would be very 
much better if they were to pay more attention 
to perfecting that machinery than to paying un- 
necessary attention to little symbols that were 
put into the instrument, but did not form part 
of the machinery. : 

There were things in the Constitution which 
would never have been in it if there. had been 
peace in the country since the Ist of January 
till now. (Hear, hear.) That House was the 
heir of the mistakes that were made in the 
second Dail. There were things in the Consti- 
tution which, he believed, might be pruned 
away, but which, if they were not pruned 
away, would not do much harm, because he 
believed that the machinery of this Constitution 
was the machinery of freedom. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. O’Shannon opposed the motion because, 
as he said, the proposed Constitution embodied 
a number of clauses which he and his party 
would like to change. 

Mr. Blythe, replying for the Government, 
said that it had been suggested that there was 
no need for hurry in the enactment of the Con- 
stitution. He quoted Clause 17 of the Treaty 
to show that it was obligatory upon them to 
get the Constitation through before the 6th of 
December next. It seemed to him to mean that 
the Provisional Government. must cease to exist 
on the 6th December next and that the Govern. 
ment of the IrishFree State must come into being. 
If they were to attempt to carry on under 
the Treaty alone, and without making a Con- 
stitution for Ireland, the effect would be that 
the law and Constitution of Canada, so far as 
tit were applicable to Ireland, would be ap- 


ed. 

If Ireland did not make a Constitution for 
herself, ‘the law and Constitution of 
Canada would apply, and that law and Con- 
stitution would be more disagreeable to the 
members of the House than the law that was 
proposed under the draft Constifition. Apart 
altogether from technical reasons, ‘there was 
the reason of the state of the country. They 
could not havé ah Irish Free State firmly set 
up, and they could not put a period to the 
present controversy, until they had enacted the 
Constitution. 


BEYOND DOUBT. 


He believed that one of the means of dealing 
with the state of affairs im the country 
was to put the matter as regards the 
Treaty beyond doubt. It should be clear to 
everybody what the Treaty means, . it should 
not be possible far anybody, by going about 
the country kicking up a row, to alter what 
the Constitution should be, or to think that 
they were going to get any advantage by con- 
tinuing their operations against the Govern- 
ment, 

It waa with the hope of closing thet chapter 
that they desired to see the Constitution 
enacted, : 

The Government believed that With the vital 
clauses of the Constitution the fate of the 
Treaty was tied up, and they were prepared 
to stand or fall by them. The draft Constitu- 
tion, in so far as it dealt with their relations 
with England, was en interpretation or ex- 
bee of the general terms of the Treaty. 

or his part, he thought that it was both to 
them and to the British a very fair interpreta- 
tion of the Treaty, and he thought that it 
was a most foolish proceeding to be wrangling 
about things in the Constitution when they 
had accepted the Treaty. He thonght that 
there was nothing in the Constitution which 
they did not accept in accepting the Treaty. 
If the objections to the Constitution were 
sinceré, some people must have taken very 
little trouble to understand the Treaty. 

Dr. MacCartan—Why not submit the other 
drafta considered by the Provisional Govern- 
ment ? 

Mr. Blythe—I would have no objection to 
submitting them. For his part, he proceeded. 
he never had any belief that the British would 
agree to all that was in the draft Conetitution 
taken over to London, as he believed that it 
went outside the terms of the Treaty, but he 
supported it, because it left a margin for 
bargaining. He believed that the British did not 
insist on the. whole of the law of Canada, but 
he believed, on the other hand, that if different 
conditions had prevailed in this country the 
British might have been inclined to do with 
still less of thet law. The Dail had now to 
make its choice. It was not forced to do any- 
thing, but it was the Government's duty to 
point out what, the Constitution involved. To 
jis mind, the draft Constitution gave them the 
full fruits of the Treaty, and it imposed 
nothing on them which they did not decept in 
accepting the Ref 
Mr. Davin eaid that he learned for the first 
time that limitations were being put on that 
House in regard to the Constitution. They 
were, in fact, being asked merely to ratify an 


agreed draft. 
NO HYBRID.

Thus, except as the impartial Court of Appeal 
may decide, the Government will not be com- 
mitted to the expenditure of “a single extra 
enny of the taxpayer’ money” beyond what

That the proposal for a permanent Civil 
Service Court of Appea! is eminently reasonable 
few will deny. 

(1) It provides reaéonable machinery for the 
adjustment of differences arising between civil 
servants and the Ministry of Finance. 

) It would prevent the recurrence 
calamities like the present strike. 

(3) Its procedure can be so regulated as to in- 
crease that great prerogative of the Lower 
House—control of the public purse :— 

(a) By the inclusion of membere of the House 
on the Government side of the Court; 

(b) By arranging for the decisions of the 
Court to be on the table of the House for, say, 
three days before becoming operative ; 

(c) The House would have the power of setting 
aside the decisions of the Court by passing a 
motion to that effect. 

Proposals (d) and (¢) must, I think, form a 
part of any settlement. I beheve that, if the 
Government would leave these proposals to a 
free vote of the House, the strike union execu- 
tives would have no alternative but to submit 
them to a ballot of their nftmbers. 

As already stated, I found myself in agree- 
ment with, the strike unions at the conference 
with the Government and Mr. Douglas. In the 
intereste of peace, however, it is necessary for 
each side to give away something. I fear, how- 
ever, that the members of the associations 
which I have the honour to represent regard 
the proposals now outlined as representing the 
minimum requirements of justice.—Yours, etc.,

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THE COST OF LIVING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,--In order to put an end to the present 
unfortunate postal étrike and many other 
strikes which are paralysing the business of our 
country, the Gdvernment must remove the cause 
of those strikes, and that cause is the scandalous 
“ profiteering — which is being carried on by 
shopkeépers. An Act of Parliament nmiust be 
passed declaring “‘rings'’ formed for the pur- 
pose of bolstering up high prices illegal, and 
regulating retail prices so that the people may 
be enabled to obtain the necessaries of life at 
reasonable rates. 

It does not appear to the ordinary man to be 
business-like or just for the Government to fix a 
cost of living figure for the twenty-six counties 
at 85 per cent. above pre-war rates, and to pro- 
pose to reduce the incomes of civil servants or 
of others similarly circumstanced on the as- 
sumption that this figure applies generally, 
when 90 per cent. of the Irish civil servants live 
in Dublin and are forced to pay the prices 
eurrent in Dublin for everything that they buy. 
Let any of your readers take pencil and paper 
and jot down the present prices charged in this 
city for the articles of food and clothing neces- 
sary for mere existence, and it will be found 
that the cost of living in Dublin is at least 150 

er cent. above what it was in the year 1914. 
‘he argument that larger‘ cute are being made 
in the wages or salaries of civil servants in 
other countries is futile, as civil servants, as 
well as other workers resident in Dublin, must 
live, and they should be paid at such rates as 
will enable them to live under decent circum- 
stances. 

In existing circumstances the people are help- 
less in the hands of the shopkeepers, and unless 
drastic action of the nature which I suggest is 
adopted the various “rings” will take good 
care that prices are not allowed to come down, 
no matter how plentiful the supplies or how low 
the cost of production. As & consequence we 
shall have continually recurring strikes, and 
every effort at the industrial revival of our 
country will be thwarted — Yours, ete.,

Established in 1769—over 
153 years ago-fot the orhpan sons of soldiers, 
the schoo] haa grown from strength to strength, 
and nobly hae fulfilled ite sacred mission. lis 
beautiful home in the Phaaix Patk has been 
the nursery of many heroes, whose simple 
motto, ' Fear God; honour the King,” has been 
their inspiration through life. 

In the Napoleonic wars, Afghan campaigns, 
Crimean War, Indian Mutiny, Boer War, and, 
lastly, the Great War, the schdol's sons have 
allantly fought and fulfilled their duty. The 
fictoria Cross and other laurels have been 
awarded to them, and in the last big struggle 
hundreds won their commissions on the field. 
In the field of sport they have shown them- 
selves worthy of the traditions imeuleated by 
splendid officers and masters in their playin 
fields. The present Bohemian Football Clu 
was assisted in its foundation by several of 
the then students: the late Headmaster, Major 
McCleesh, was one, with W. Radford and R. 
Murphy. In Irish hockey circles the school 
has won an honourable place, giving several 
internationale to the country, such aa F. 
Kearney, M. H. Cork, T. Parsiow, F. Smailes, 
Bruce-Douglas, ete. In swimming in the 
Leinster Schools’ Championship the ys have 
always done well, whilst at the Feig Ceoil the 
choir and band have won first place. The well. 
known pugilist, Boy McCormick, was a pupil 
in the school. 

In pre-war days the prize day was a very 
fashionable function. The Duke of Connaucht, 
Lord Roberts, Lord Wolseley, and other dis- 
tinguished “soldiers, including Sir Nevil 
Macready, have presided there. The ceremony 
of trooping the Colour on prize day, when the 
whole battalion was commanded by a sergeant- 
major aged sixteen, was a sight never to be 
forgotten. Many Dublin citizens often speak 
with pride of the thin red line of Royal 
Hibernians when, on the King’s birthday, they 
formed on the left of the line and afterwards. 
headed by their own band, marched proudly 
past as steady as the Guards. 

From Colonel Bent, the Commandant, down 
to the smallest drummer boy, it will be a sad 
arting when they leave for Shorneliffe. The 
earts of many in Ireland will wish them God- 
speed and will feel deeply grieved that so
